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Tho Iron Guard movement &s sueh is no longer a lore® to be 
reckoned with in Rumania proper, whoro the "legionaries" (members of 
the Iron Guard) hare either joined other extremist groups, such os tho 
Comamists, or ceased activity altogether, or else fled the country. 

2. The Iron Quardists are scattered throughout Europe, 

Eleven or twelve thousand JfcjaaniaAs are living in British, French, end 
American occupied sonea of Germany and Austria — among them maaj officers. 
Iron Oiardists and intellectuals. They have refused to return to Groza »e 
Atmania. A great many have entered and are still entering Italy. They 
are divided against themselves in the sense that various groups do not v 
accept Horia SDCA'as QODREAND's successor and leader of the movement. 

There are several hundred Iron Quardists in Italy, who keep in close 
touch with one another and oceept Dr. Bril BUIiKJC aa their "minister*.

The first attempt at repression came under Prime Minister DUCA, who was 
^roeptly assassinated. Reprisals ensued that were internecine — c. 
vicious round of suppression and reaction. CODREANU was tried and 
sentenced to prison. After King Carol’s masting with Hitler, CGDREAf^ 
was murdered. (193®) • The Iron Guardists retaliated with the elimination 
of Prime Minister Armand CALINESCU. Executions were the result, and 
Gen* AN70NESCU, who refused to cany out orders to execute Iron Guard 
leaders, ms imprisoned. When the King was overthrown in the fall of 
1940 , Gen. ANTONESCU formed a government, calling in the Iron Guard, and 
Horia SIMA, who had set himself up as CODREANU 1 • successor, was appointed 
vice-president of the Council, This opened one of the ugliest chapters 
in Rumanian history. Gen. ANTONESCU tried in vain to restrain Iron 
Guard terrorism, and relations between him and the Iron Guard became 
ever more strained until they broke in the January 1941 rebellion. 

The Iron (Mard leaders were arrested; but Horia siuk and others were 
taken by the Germans as hostages, as a constant threat to Gen. ANTONESCU, 
lest he fail to follow German Orders.
